— In the first rnad this 
morning debate was re.tunieil cm tho in- 
torijellatlon of tlie gov(M-nmont rcspoct- 
iiig tlu; concoiitnilion of iSritis]; troops 
on tlie border ami the stoppafjo of aniimi- 
uition consigned to the Transraal. TIjc 
house adjourned portly before noon, af- 
ter adopting unanimously the following 
resolution: 

'"lliu volksraad liaving considered tlmt 
friondlj- correspondence is still passing 
betwooa tlio two goyeraments, that the 
concentration of troops in great numhors 
noar tho bordor has a doCrimental ef- 
fect ou the inhahitunt.s of the state, and 
tho Transvaal hn.s lived in friendship and 
peace with nil nations, and desires to 
conliQuo to live in sucli friendship and 
peace, now declaro.'j its re;,'ret at tho 
fact of concentration, and e.vi)resses the 
oi>iniou that in tho caso of eventualities 
which might lead to enmity or war be- 
tween the two governments, the cause 
would not lie within tlie Kepublic. 

"As regards tho stoppage of anmuini- 
tioa at Deliigoa Bay, ihe volksraad trusts 
tluit tho government will act- according 
to circumstances," 

Tlie raad furthor resolved to drop 
the matter of tho concentration of troo]>s 
on the border for the present until tJie 
government shall supply further infor- 
mation to tile raad, although tlie infor- 
mntion obtained is luisutisfactofy. Nev- 
ertlieiess, ai'd with a view to tJio result 
of tho negotiations which are ponding, 
t-lie raad declares itself determined in tJie 
luoantiino to maintain the rights and in- 
dependence of tlio Kepublic. 

"Qufien Will Not Permit War"

It should decide that the court-martial 
has dcTiated from its instructions. This 
ia the only loop-hole for Dreyfus, and his 
friends will undoubtedly fight this point 
t*oth and nail.

mAGBDY AT iANibdETBS. 

Prominent Attorney Shot Without Prov- 
ocnlion by a Tough Defying 
the' Sheriff.; _ . , " 

Anaeortes, Sept. 7.— D. if- Wood- 
bury, a prominent attorney and one of 
the most enterprising Mien of this re- 
gion, was .shot by Al Hamilton at about 
3 o'clock thia ''afternoou, and now lies 
at the poiut of death. 

Ilumiltoii had a quarrel with Billy 
Londervilh}, and, it is said, had threat- 
ened to kill hint. Ijunderville, who was 
oaee ou trial at Taeoina fur sliooting 
.Miles Urolten, a policeman, complained 
to Chty iNlarshal Becker of the threats, 
and Becker had iatemled locking i:p 
llamiltou until lie eooleil off. Ilamiltun 
objected to arrest, liowever, and as he 
was anneil with a revolver and showed 
light, Itecker coiieludeil to diday the ar- 
rest until a less dangerous iiiouicnt. 

Tbe .Miirshal starti'd ui) the streei for 
belli, ami llamiUim followed, meaiiwlele 
making threats. I'inally tbe Marshal 
reached the Uaiik Imibling, in which Cily 
Attorney AUisua has is ollice, and went 
upstairs lo see the attorney, Hamilton 
rontiiutiiig to follow. In this building are 
several utiiccs, ' incliuliiig those of 1). .M 
^\'oodllUl•y, Mi.ss Trolson, tlie teh-idume 
agent, and l>oiiglass .Uluiond. Allinojui 
beard Inail talking in the hall, and tiniLl- 

ly heard some one say: "Vou , 

if yoa move, I'll blow your head olT!" 

.Vl this hi' laisheil oal of his otilce aud 
found Hamilton <-overing iSecker with 
a revolver, Ihe dislaiice between the two 
being iicrhaps lo feet. 

Allmond advanced to within about 10 
feiM- of Hamilton, when the revolver -was 
ii velled al him, and Hamilton said: "If 
you nuive. I'll kill you." 

This situiitiun lasted several seconds, 
ivlu!U Woodbury came out of his ottlce, 
and Buid: "What is this all nboutV" 
Hamilton told Woodbury to throw up his 
hands, puuctuutlag bis remarks by oaths. 

Woodbury started to apeak further 
wheu Uautilton awiuig Jiis revolver from 
Allmond to Woodbury and fired^ the dis- 
tance between the two men being 18 or 
20 feet, and M'oixlbiiry fell instantly. 

Alhnond started forward to close on 
Hamilton, as the latter turned his revol- 
ver towards Wooilbiiry, but tlfter the 
shot was lired Hamilton quiekly covered 
.AltmumI again. 

Woodbury, who bail fallen, la-ied: 
"Hoys, I'm shot! He li.as killed mel" 

la a lew seconds Woodbury again call- 
ed, and -VllmoJul started towards liiin. 

when Hamilton said; "You , if 

you move again I'll kill you." 

.\fler a few seconds more, Haniilton 
glaueeii lowarils wdiere M'oodbury lay 
and Allmond jiiiiiped baekw.ird through 
a door and to iiu open wuidow, where lie 
called to people in the street below to 
SL'ud for a physician; that Woodbury 
was shot. 

Wlieii he returned lo the hall Ilainiltoii 
Imd atarled to run down stairs, Bei^ker 
following. At the top he collided with 
II. I). Allison. Half way down he met 
K. Kaseh. pointed the revolver at liim 
and onlered him to gid out of the way. 
As he p.'issed, Kaseli triji|ieil him. and 
lie fell down stiiirs. 

At Ihe bottom iSecher jumped upon 
him, and at this point .Martin McDon 
aid came in from the outside and grabbed 
Uamiltoii's right arm, and the revolver 
w.is taken away. Hamilton was then 
lodged in the city jail, and later taken 
to ."Mount Vernon by Sheriff Wells. 

Allison and M'ill ."i. Lowinan were th. 
first to reach the injured man, who was 
carried to his ollice and attended by phy- 
sicians. Dr. Butler and Dr. Smitii, Dr. 
Appleby, of La Conner, and Dr. Eagle- 
son, of Scuttle, also having bc(m sent 
for. 

When Hamiltou was searched at the 
jail, ?095.25. mostly In paper, was taken 
from him; aLsola five-shot revolver, with 
one sUeli empty.

THE PllOVlNCE IN DANGER. 



The foUoivinp; dospatcli has hoen wide- 
ly puhlishod in Great Britain. Wc do 
not know ivho sent it out, but this is 
not very material. 

Tlie nullification hy tlie Imperial gov 
orniuent of the enaetnients of the British 
Colnmhiii legislature against Asiatic im- 
migrants has led to a vi?ry dillicult situ 
atiou iu the province. Tliero are over 3,' 
000 Japanese in British Columbia, and 
their numbers are increasing hy several 
iiundreds per mouth. They, together witli 
Italians and Cliinese, liuvo now almost 
completely driven out the Canadians 
from lumbering and work on tlie rail- 
roads. The feeling among Canadians 
against the Japanese is intensified hy 
the hitter's request to be accorded the 
franchise, after a moderate residenlial 
qualification. A revolt is threati'Hed if 
this request is granted. Some report 
describe a sharj) racial ooiitlict as inevi 
■ table. 

This is a gross exaggeration in many 
respects. So far as the franchise i.' 
concerned, we have never hoard it sug 
gested that Japanese should too allowei 

,to enjoy it. one but British sub- 

jects have the right to vote in this prov 
inco, and a propo.sal to allow aliens of 
any race to do so, no matter how long 
they might be resident here, would not 
, receive any support -whatever. 

Notwithstanding its falsity, the des 
patch will do a great deal of harm. Busi- 

'hcss men from this province who have 
recently been in London, and nearly all 
operators having linancial connection^ 
there, agree that British Columbia in- 
'■ vestments are not regarded with favor, 
Several things have contributed to this, 
.Vmong them were th(! ailoption by tin 
legislature, under the lead of the Semlin 
government, of the policy of repudiation, 
the needless precipitation of a labor 
question .-which has tied up many import- 
ant mines, the eviden<-e of sociali.sm in 
the policy and administration of the gov- 

■ ernment, and the loose anil reckless talk 
of tin? ministerial j)rcss, which has taken 

, care to let it be known that the min 
...Istry proposes to take an antagonistic at 
tltude towards the investing class, such 
as the avowal hy the News-A<lvertiser 
that its party is bent upon inaugurating 
what it calls social reforms, -svihich are 
only a lot of ill-considered Bxperlments 
to deceive the laboring vote until after 
a now election. Such a despatch as tin; 
foregoing, <'oming ui)on ii nervous mai^ 
kef, that is nervous so far as British 
' Columbia investments are coiu^erm^d, is 
calculated to do an immense amount of 
harm. 

It wiM call for no effort of the imagina- 
tion to see that, when on top of this 
e.-itraordinary d(>si)atcli -word goes out 
to the people of Great Britaiu that, a 
meniber of parliament, who is the spn 
of the Lieutenant-Governor, has publicly 
declared his intention of resigning his 
seat, and has called upon the working- 
men not to trust to thi' .slotv routine of 
(wUtical progress, but to take tin- law 
into their own hands and resort to acts 
of violence, the last straw may be added 
to the burden. PeopJe in this province 
do not in the remotest way connect 
the ljieute'nant-(Jov(irnor with his son's 
utterances. We are very sure that to 
do so would- be to do the former a very 

"great injustic(3, but people elsewhere will 
not kno%v the local conditions, and may 
be excused if they rend into the naked 
statC'mont of the .facts more than is war- 
ranted. For example, they, may take note 
of the following faets: The Turner.min- 
istry, which is alleged by the present 
government party to have been represen- 
tative of the capitalistic (dement of the 

population, was dismissed by Lieutenimt- 
Govornor Mclnnes for rcu.sons which 
under the most favorable construction 

'Kro open to doubt lis to their coristitutlon- 

■ nlity. The new ministry was made up 
of a parly whicli was avowedly sociulis- 



of paternal government •ain'fl subordinat- 
\^ its policy to the demands of labor 
[agitators. The Finance Minister has 
boldly declared in his newspaper that it 
the intention of the government to 
inaugurate social reforms. , When the 
lueslioii of disftllQwance of the aatl- 
Japancse legislation came up, the gov- 
ernment did not accede to the very strong 
representations of the Imperial govern- 
ment, and refused to consider the very 
adeauate remedy otTored, proforring to 
insist upon a demagogic assertion of 
rights which the legislature does not iw: 
se.ss. The policy of the govi'rnment 
alienated so many of its siipiwrters that 
it linds itself in a minority in the legis 
lature, yen it is allowed to continue in 
office, and the son of the Lieutenant 
Governor makes a violent speech exhort- 
ing workingmen to rebellion. If public 
opinion in Great Britain connects the in- 
stallation in office of a socialistic minis- 
try by the act of the Lieutenant-Governor 
with the appeal of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor's son for mob law, no one need be 
at all surprised. l\)r ourselves, we are 
fully satisfied tluit no such connection ex- 
ists, and we believe that no one -will de- 
precate more strongly his son's extraor- 
dinary attitude than will Lieutenant- 
Governor Mclnnes himself. Hut the d 
patch above (inotcd, which lias appeared 
in all the linancial papers, shows how 
facts become exaggerated and distorted. 
The harm that will be done the provinci 
'by the dissemination of such an idea in 
Great Britain cannot well be measured. 
A government which prai-tices repudia- 
tion and is committed to the policy 
of socialism allowed to remain ii 
power, although not supported by a ma 
jority of the legislature; a threat of 
serious rai-ial troulili's with the sul)jccts 
of 1 friendly power; a member of par 
liament and the son of the Lieutenant 
Governor of the province declaring him- 
self ready to resign his seat and head a 
mob — can worse things be said about a 
province? 

The Colonist has addressed no apiiea 
to Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnes in con 
nection -with the existing political crisis 
because it is opposed to the needless in 
terforonce of the representative of th 
crown in the political riffairs of the prov 
ince. But the facts set forth above are 
not of a political character; at least there 
is no party politics in them. It is very 
clear that His Ilono'- ought to ondetivor 
to discover some way whereby th 
that is being done to British Columbia 
abroad can be averted. An emergency 
of the gravest nature exi.sts. His Hon 
or's duty is to grapple with it. We Aall 
not presume to suggest to him what 
course he ought to take, but it has be 
come necessary to demonstrate to tin 
world that British Columbia is not ; 
hot-bed of socialism, racial discoid am' 
mob rule. It is the high privilege, as 
well as the grave and difficult responsi 
bility, of Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnes 
to come to the relief of the province, of 
whose futur(? he has always been 
hopeful, and with whicli he is so largely 
identili(-d. We an- sure that he must 
appriM.'iate the gravity of the situation 
which has passed beyond the small ques 
tiou of whether one man or anothiir shall 
be premier, and reached that stage where 
only a radically new departure AvTll pn?- 
vent disaster or at least the most serious 
set-back any province of Canada ever ex- 
perienced.

We think also that he was talking at 
random when he professed to think that 
any one who wishes to deprive working- 
men of the right to complain when they 
have reason to think that the conditions 
under which tliey are employeiL are dan- 
gerous.

He claimed that 
the government might find it m-cessary 
to take the mines out of the hands of 
the owners and operote them, "paying 
the owners what it considers a fair re 
turn for their capital."

When we say "strong" 
wi" mean that it does not appeal vi-ry ef- 
ftctively to the judgment of unprejudiced 
men.

If an op- 
ponent of Mr. Smith should (l(>scribe a 
non-union man as oiu- who resisted the 
right of any man or combination of men 
to dictate ti] him how he shall employ 
his birthright as a fi-ee man l» work for 
whom he wishes and for what he pleases, 
he would be very much nearer the mark. 
The day is not fur distant when this will 
bo the view that will prevail among 
workingmen. Trades-iiiiiDiiisni lias done 
a great deal of gcod. Imt like all 
other movements designed for tin: bi'ltiu- 
mcnt of social conditions, its teiulency is 
to become a mere machine in the hands 
of ambitious leaders, In Great Britain 
unprejudiced observers already see the 
collapse of thix system.

The latest addition to the Allan fleet is 
tile twin-screw steamer Bavarian, a ves- 
sel which miirUs in point of size, sjieed 
and passenger accommodation, a disi inert 
advance on the shipping voyaging lie- 
twi'eu Tjivorpool and Canada. The 
r.avarian is 5120 feet long, 00 feel beam 
and -tli feet deep, with !i gross tonnage 
of 10,-00. Like most nioilern large 
steamers, the Bavarian litis one funnel — 
a, huge cylindrical 'structure, and two 
niMsts, to which are lilted the derricks 
necessar.v for working the cargo. The 
after-mast is of wood, and litilf way up 
its height i.s a fixed coniimss, wliieh, 
being removed from the iiilliienee of the 
vessel's hull ;iii(l other iron work, will 
at all times be iibsolutely reliable and 
above all siis|)icioii. Though a big cargo 
cnirier. the H/iviirian is essentially a 
pasf-ctiger vessel. At lier trials she 
averaged 17.9.") knots as the mean of 
several runs over Ihe Skeliuorlie meas- 
ured mile. The distance from Liverpool 
to Qnehee is 2, (!'_'!) miles. Tlnis, assum- 
ing that she averaged 17 knots only, 
she would, by U'aving Ijiverpool ill o p. m. 
on the Tlinrsiliiy, be tible to land her 
passengers lU, Quebec early 011 the fid- 
lowing Thursdny morning. .\t the same 
time, Jlessrs.

It is duplicated for male and female 
passengers, and is certainly not inferior 
to that iirovidod but a few years btick 
for lirsl-class passengers. .\ smokiiig-- 
rooni is provided, the walls being 
panelled in pitcli-iuiie. (he tables being 
sycamore, while a similar iiparlment, 
styled " reading room," .-in'ords ;i. wel- 
come means of relirement and rest for 
" lady lliirils." Jlessrs. .Mian have en 
deavored in planning the U:ivnriaii t,' 
secure as far as is possible ai-commodn 
lion which i.s wlioll.v distinct for each 
of the lliree classes of voyagers, anil 
lli:it they have succeeded is shown by 
the Tacl^tliat each class of passengers 
have llicir separate promenades, el<>. 
OiH' fealiire of the third-class accommo- 
dation deserves special mention. Hot 
water is provided and is always on t;ip, 
so that "lady thirds" who wish to dis- 
pense tlii> kindly cup of afternoon lea lo 
their fellow-voyagers have always the 
means of doing so.

In 
the days when Messrs. Allan ran sailing 
vessels to Canada he was a captain in 
their employ. Since then he has had 
control of the Niumidlan and the Califor- 
nia n, and by reason of his unique experi- 
ence is thoroughly an fait ■with Cana- 
dian navigation in all its methods and 
phases. 

The Bavarian left the Landing-stage 
shortly after 10 o'cdock with a large 
conipnny on board, who were taken out 
on a ]ileaaaiit cxiicdition down the chan- 
nel towards Point Ivyniis.

A.\ II.VWAIIAN LAND TA.XOIvF. 

Homestead liaws of the United States 
and Its New Colony at Variance. 

Honolulu, Sept. 1. — What are known 
as the " Olaa Squatters" have formed 
an association coiled the American 
Settlers' Association, to make a, •united 
fight for the public land they have 
seized. They have published notices in 
all tlie pa|)ers in the islands, warning 
intending ptirchasers at a public sale 
advert isi'd by the government, of their 
claims to the laiid.s they have seized 
and that any title derived from tin 
Hawaiian government will be disputed. 

The lands in (luestion arc recently sur- 
veyed lands in the district of Olati, island 
of Hawaii, intended to be opened up by 
tlie government to homesteaders under 
the land laws of Hawaii. The claim of 
tlie siiuatters is tliat by the Newlands 
resolution all the public luiuls of Hawaii 
became ])ublif lands ■ of the United 
States, and cannot he disposed of except 
by act of congress. 

A recent decision nf Assistant Atlor 
ney-tieneral Vandeventer, rendered .Inly 
l2t), is held to support this contention. 
The lands then being unoeciii)ied gov- 
ernment lands, as they claim, they have 
entered n|ioii them as siudi tind made 
the imiiroveiniMits required by the United 
States homestea<l laws, with the inten- 
tion of completing their title as soon as 
the United States land laws are ex- 
tended to the islands. The Ilawaiinii 
govoriinient has postponed the sale of 
the lands until it can coinniunicate with 
the federal gf)verninent. 

The lands so far squatted upon com- 
prise about 0,000 or 7,000 acres of very 
fertile land, worth nuimprovcd from 
.^lOO to ^;200 an acre.

nonolnlii. Sept. 1.— S. .M. Damon, min- 
ister of tinaiice. will sail by the Rio de 
.laneiro to-morrow for Italy to iierson- 
ally negotiate with the Italian govern- 
ment for the sliipment of a large miin- 
ber of laborers of the peasant class from 
the uortliern provinces to Honolulu for 
the cane fields of Hawaii. His ex- 
penses are paid liy the Sugar Planters' 
Association .-ind the Hawaiian govern 
ment conjointly. He will bear a com- 
mission from the liurean of immigration, 
besides oincial letters from I'rosident 
Dole to the I'onsuls at Uoini' and other 
|)oints. which it is believed here will 
cause King Humbert to bend tlie lowly 
knee and invite the Hiiwaiian ofllcial to 
steii in and take wliatever lie may wnnt. 

The Hawaiian government has placed 
at the disposal of Minister Damon tilie 
sum of 510,000 to be tisod in assisting 
this iinmigration. He is instructed to 
secure the laborers under contract, if 
possible; if not possible, he is to char- 
ter a steamer, bring them to Honolulu, 
and trust to luck that they' will work in 
the cane fields.
